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EAItLY HISTORY OF LIGHTHOUSES AND A 
SHOET ACCOUNT OF LIGHTHOUSE LEGIS- 
LATION IN THE UNITED KINGDOM. 



The Pharos of Alexandria, although nob the earliest light- Eaklie9t 
house, is the first one recorded in history with any degree of Jj™"^ 
certainty. It is supposed to have been built about 300 B.C, ~i- 
It took its name from the island on which it was erected, and Pharos of 
gave a general title to all subsequent lighthouses built by Alexandria, 
the Ancients. A lighthouse was thus first known as 
" Pharos," and the word still survives in the term Pharology, 
which is used to denote the modem lighthouse system. 

In Northern Europe the beat known of the Eoman Phari, Tourd'Ordra. 
or lighthouaes, were the Turris Ardens, or the Tonr d'Ordre, 
of Boulogne, and the Pharos of Dover, All trace of the Pharos of 
former has long since disappeared, but interesting remains of D^'*''- 
the first known lighthouse of the British Isles may still be 
seen at Dover, Of these remains, only the basement dates 
from the Roman period, the otrtagon chamber above having 
been added in the reign of Henry Vin. At a much later 
dato, long after the Bomans had left this country, lighthouses 
or signal beacons were erected on many parts of the coast by 
the Danes and Norsemen. Many place-names in England 
and Scotland speak in their derivation of the fires and 
beacons of the old Northmen. 

Probably the oldest lighthouse from which a light is at Oldest 
present shown is that at Coruna in Spain, the Tower off-^tJjJ'S 
Hercules there having been built by the Bomans in the early * 
part of the Christian era and reconstructed in 1634. 

The oldest existing lighthouse stations in Gri-eat Britain oldest 
are to be found in England, and date from the early part of e='iBt'n?l'g''t- 
the 17th century. Among these are the Winterton, Orford- Qr^nBritain. 
ness, Lowestoft Ness, the Forelands, and Dnngeness Lights. 
Before the end of the 17th century 15 coast lighthouses 
had been erected in England, 5 or 6 in Ireland, and 1 in 
Scotland.

The first lighthoiue we hear of on the American continent 
IB Point Allerton, near Boston Harbour, erected about 1673. 

Modem lighthouse architecture originated with the notable 
Tour de Corduan in the Bay of Biscay, built by Louis de 
Foix, a Parisian architect, and his son, being completed in 
1610. This lighthouse took the place of one erected by order 
of the Black I'rince before 1370. The Tour de Oorduan has 
been reconstructed, but a considerable portion of the 1610 
tower still remains, and forms the lower part of the present 
building. 

The first great lighthouse work in this country was the Eddy- 
stone, built on a dangerous reef about 14 miles offthe coast of 
Cornwall, The present is the fourth lighthouse of that name. 
The first Eddystone was a wooden structure built by Mr. 
Henry Winstanley, 1696-1700. It was swept away by a 
great stonn on 26-27 November, 1703, carrying with it the 
builder and his workmen and the lightkoepers. The second 
lighthouse was built by John Eudyerd, 1706-9, and was 
mainly of timber. It was destroyed by fire on the 2nd 
December, 1755. The third Eddystone, built by John 
Ruieaton, 1756-9, was a great step in advance of its pre- 
decessors. It was built of stone. From it, lighthouse con- 
struction OS a science may be said to date. Smeatou's 
Eddystone, after standing 123 years, was replaced in 
1882 by the present erection, designed by the late Sir James 
N. Douglass. 

The oldest existing rock lighthouse tower in this country 
is the BeU Rock, which was lighted in 1811. 

Wood, pitch, and coal were successively used as lighthouse 
illuminants. A coal fire was exhibited from the Isle of May 
until 1816, and from St, Bees as late as 1822. Candles were 
sometimes employed, and were in use until 1834. These 
early illuminants were followed by whale oil, sperm oil, 
colza oil, and now paraffin oil, gas, and electricity. 

Reflectors were first used in 1763 in the Mersey lights, 
and at Kinnairdhead in 1787. 

The earliest revolving light was erected at Marstrand in 
Sweden in 1783. The first in Britain were Plamborough 
Head in 1806 and Bell Rock in 1811. 

The Dioptric, or Lenticular, system was invented by 
Augustin Fresnel in 1822, and was first employed in France, 
The Commissioners of Northern Lighthouses were the first to 
introduce the system into Great Britain, which they did at Inch- 
keith in 1835 and the Isle of May in 1836, the apparatus con- 
taining several notablb improvements by Mi-. Alan Stevenson. 
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Though F<^ Bells were in use from an early period, Ft^Fog Signa 
Signals proper are of comparatively recent date. The first in 
Scotland was the Cumbrae, 1865. St. Abb's and Sanda, 
1876, were the first established by the Commissioners of 
• Northern Lighthouses. 

A detailed account of the progress of lighthouses will be 
found in a Paper read by Mr. D. A. Stevenson before 
the International Maritime Congress iii 1893. 

The foregoing is a short sketch of the general history of 
lighthouses. The Statutes relating to lighthouses will now 
be dealt with. 

The first Statute dealing with lighthouses in the United Earlioat 
Kingdom was 8 Eliz., c. 13 (1565), aflecting England only.|jS^,J^ 

Forming as it does the starting point in the organisation of 

lighthouses in this country, it may not be without interest to 
refer to its terms in detail. 

The reason for passing the Act is stated in the preamble as 
follows : — " By the destroymg and taking away of certain 
"steeples, woods, and other marks standing on the main 
" shores adjoining to the sea-coaats of this realm of England 
"and Wales, being as beacons and marks of ancient time 
" accustomed for seafaring men, to save and keep them and 
"the ships in their chaise from sundry dangers thereto 
"incident: divers ships with their goods and merchandises, 
" in sailing from foreign ports towards this realm of England 
" and Wales, and especially to the port and river of Thames, 
"have, by the lack of such marks, of late years been 
"miscarried, perished, and lost in the sea, to the great 
" detriment and hurt of the common weal, and the perishing 
" of no small number of people." 

The Act proceeds that, in order to remedy the above 
grievance, the Corporation of the Trinity House " shall and 
"may lawfully by virtue of this Act from time to time 
"hereafter at their wills and pleasures, and at their costs, 
" make, erect, and set up such and so many beacons, marks, 
" and signs for the sea, in such place or places of the sea- 
" shores and uplands near the sea-coasts or forelands of the 
" sea,* only for sea-marks, as to them shall seem most meet, 
" needful and requisite, whereby the dangers may be avoided 
"and escaped, and ships the better come into their ports 
" without peril." 

The next section of the Act provides for the maintenance

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of these sea-marks by the Trinity House, also at their own 
cost 

Section 4 provides for the preservation of the then existing 
"steeples, trees, or other things" which formed "beacons 
" or marks for the sea," and imposed a penalty of £100 on 
any person destroying same after notice given. 

This last provision is unique in lighthouse legislation in 
this country. 

From the oldest Acts it would appear that the original and 
primary object in the erection of lighthouses was the security 
of navigation and the saving of life and property. 

The following is a short comparison of the statutory 
powers of the three general l^hthouse authorities. 

Separate lighthouse legislation existed in the three countries 
down to 1836. In that year the first general Act dealing 
with all the three countries was passed — viz., 6 & 7 Wm, 
rV., c. 79. This was followed by the Merchant Shipping 
Acts of 1853, 1854, 1894, and 1898. Of these the Acts of 
1894 and 1898 with a few sections of the 1853 Act, are all 
that are now in operation. 
I The General Lighthouse Authorities for the United 
Kingdom are — The Trinity House for England, The Com- 
Tuissioners of Irish Lights for Ireland, and The Cortvmissionera 
of Northern Lighthouses for Scotland. The latter two are 
purely lighthouse bodies, while the Trinity House has many 
other duties to perfonn. The Trinity House exercises a 
certain control over the Scottish and Irish Boards with 
reference to new sea-marks, &c. The Board of Trade holds 
the financial control and acts as a Court of Appeal in the 
event of a difference of opmion between the Trinity House 
on the one hand, and the Commissioners of Irish Lights 
or the Commissioners of Northern Lighthouses on the 
other. 

In England and Scotland the general lighthouse authorities 
have undergone little change since their origin, but in Ireland 
l^hthouses have at different times been under the control of 
various bodies — viz., the Special Commissioners under the 
Irish Act of 4 Geo. I., the Commissioners for Barracks, the 
Commissioners of H.M. Revenue, the Commissioners of 
Customs, the Corporation for Improving the Port of Dublin, 
and the Commissioners of Irish Lights. 

The Trinity House is an ancient body. The date of its 
origin is unknown, but the rise of our maritime commerce, 
and the consequent necessity for pilots and some supervision 
of maritime and naval concerns, was probably its raison d'4tre. 
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The oldest records of the Trinity Brethren were destroyed 
with the hurning of their Houae in 1714, and the earliest 
document now extant is the Charter of 6 Henry VIII., 
1514 From this charter their official history may be said 
to date. Under it they were incorporated as " The Guild or 
" Fraternity of the most glorious and undividable Trinity of 
" Saint Clement." Although the charter contains no special> 
reference to sea-marks, there is cause for believing that at 
and before its date the Trinity House exercised some kind of 
control or supervieion over them. The words of the charter • 

authorising the Trinity House to make laws " for the relief, 
" increase, and augmentation of the shipping " would appear 
to be wide enough to cover such a controlling power. It 
was not, however, until 1565, by the Act of 8 Elizabeth 
already referred to in the List of Statutes, that the Trinity 
House received statutory power for the erection and main- 
tenance of sea-marks. A long period elapsed before they 
permanently had a lighthouse under their charge, owing to Year 1678. 
the practice of the Crown at that time of giving patents 
or grants of lighthouses to private individuals. The governing 
body of the Trinity House consisted originally tmder the 
Charter of Henry VIII. of 1 Master, 4 Wardens, and 8 
Assistants — 13 in all — and to them was given power to 
admit persons as Brethren and Sisters of the Guild, The 
latter subsequently disappeared as members of the Guild, and 
Brethren only were admitted. The number of the governing 
body was increased to 31 by the addition of 18 Elder 
Brethren by the Charter of James I., 1604. This charter 
first divided the Brethren into two classes, Elder and 
Younger. In 1685 all previous charters were surrendered to 
James II., who in that year granted a new charter. On this 
charter the present coustitution of the Trinity House is baaed. 
The governing body was reduced in 1870 to the present 
number of 24 by Charter of 34 Victoria. 

The Trinity House is a corporate and self-elected body. 
There is a lame and unrestricted number of Younger Brethren, 
from whom the Elder Brethren are chosen. The appomtment 
of the Youi^er Brethren and the selection therefrom of the 
Elder Brethren are made by the governing body for the time 
being. 

The Commissmiers of Irish Lights, although only appointed Commw 
and incorporated by " The Dublin Port Act, 1867," dates its j^^™^^^, 
constitution from the Irish Act of 1786, 26 George III, c. 19, 
entitled " an Act for promoting the trade of Dublin by 
" rendering its port and harbour more commodious." This latter 
B 
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Act created " The Corporation for preserving and improving 
"the Port of Dublin," to whom in 1810 was transferred the duty 
of erecting and maintaining lighthouaee. The 1853 and 1854 
Acts placed the mam^ment of lighthouses in " The Port of 
Dublin Corporation," which was merely a new name for the 
old body, From 1853 to 1867 the same body continued to 
perform the double duty of a port and lighthouse authority, 
but under different names. Under the 1867 Act " The Port 
of Dublin Corporation " became " The Commissioners of 
Irish Lights," and " The Corporation for preserving and 
improving the Port of Dublin " became " The Dublin Port 
and Docks Board," and the two .bodies were completely severed 
and made independent of each other. The Commissioners 
of Irish Lights, however, retained the old constitution under 
the 1786 Act. The number of Commissioners is 22. They 
are mainly a self-elected body. The constitution of the 
Board is : — The Lord Mayor and the High Sheriff of Dublin 
for the time being, three Aldermen elected by the Corpora- 
tion of Dublin annually, and seventeen co-opted members. 
Vacancies among these seventeen co-opted members are filled 
up by the Board as they occur. 

The OovMnissioners of Northern Lighthouses are referred to 
in detail on p. 22 d seq. 

The expression Board of Trade means the Lords of the 
Committee of His Majesty's Privy Council for Trade and 
Plajijationa Its present constitution dates from 1782, and 
its .oflfieical title "the Board of Trade" from 1861. This 
title fonna a valid reference or description in all deeds, &c, 

' and the seal of the Board of Trade and the signature of its 
President or Vice-President form a valid execution of any 

' deed or instrument by or on behalf of the Board. Pro- 

, visional Orders, Ac., by the Board of Trade under " The 
General Pier and Harbour Act, 1861." and deeds by the 

' Board of Trade under the " Crown Lands Act, 1866," can be 
executed by one of the Secretaries or Assistant Secretaries 

' of the Board ; and all Board of Trade documente sealed with 
the seal of the Board or signed by the Secretary or one of 
the Assistant Secretaries are admissible in evidence under 

' the " Merchant Shipping Act, 1894." 

The Board of Trade has been entrusted by Statute with 
many duties. Among these may be mentioned : — 

(IJ General supervision of the Merchant Shipping. 

; (2) Control of the General Lighthouse Authorities with 

regard to sea-marks and expenditure. 
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(3) Control of Harbours and Harbour AuthoritieB with 

regard to Worke. 
(4). Management of the Foreshores of the United 
Kingdom. 

The first and second are dealt with by the "Merchant 
Shipping Acta, 1891 to 1898," the third by the various 
General and Local Harbour Acts, and the fourth by " The 
Crown Lands Act, 1866." 

The Board of Trade's control over the Lighthouse 
Authorities dates from 1853, and over the Harbour Authori-p. 83. 
ties from 1861-2. 

The Board has a double interest in the Foreshores, 
which may be termed Nautical and Proprietory, the former 26 426 Vict,, 
having been tranaferred from the Admiralty in 1862, ^i^d ^^'gjj ^^^.^ 
the latter from the Commiasioners of Woods, &e., in 1860. „.

Scotland and the Isle of Mas. 

The earliest mention of a lighthouse in Scotland is in 1635, 
' when Charles I. granted a patent to James Maxwell of Inner- 
wick and John Cunninghame of Barnes to erect a lighthouse 
on the Isle of May, and collect, at the rate of l^d. per ton for 
Scotch vesseb and double that rate for foreigners, duties from 
shipping for its maintenance. This patent was ratified by 
the Scots Parliament in 1641. The method of lighting was 
by a coal fire. (In 1814 the Commissioners purchased from 
the Duke and Duchess of Portland the Isle of May with the 
lighthouse thereon and all interests in light dues for the sum 
of £60,000.) 

It was not, however, until 1784 that any real attempt was 
made to light the coasts of Scotland, In that year Mr. 
Dempster of Dunnichen, M.P., Provost of Forfar, brought the 
matter before the Convention of the Eoyal Burghs of Scot- 
land ; and in 1786 he introduced a Bill into Parliament, which 
passed into law, and to which the present Board owes ita 
origin. This Act authorised the erection of four lighthouses — 
viz., Kinnaird Head, North Eonaldshay, Scalpay (Island 
Glass), and Mull of Kintyre. The purpose of these lights 
is stated in the preamble: — "It would conduce greatly 
" to the security of navigation and the fisheries if four light- 
" houses were erected in the Northern parts of Great Britain," 
etc. A similar object is expressed in other early Scottish 
statutes, viz.:— 29 Geo. III., a 52; 46 Geo. III., c. 132; 55 
Geo. III., e. 67- The words of the first-mentioned Act are: — 
" More lighthouses would conduce to the safety of ships and 
■' preservation of the lives of seamen." 

Nineteen Commissioners or Trustees were appointed to carry 
out the Act — viz., the Lord Advocate, the Solicitor-General, the 
Lord Provosts and eldest Baihes of Edinburgh and Glasgow, 
the Provosts of Aberdeen, Inverness, and Campbeltown, the 
Sheriff-depute of the counties of Edinburgh, Lanark, Renfrew, 
Bute, Ai^le, Inverness, fioss, Orkney, Caithness, and Aber- 
deen — five being a quorum.

Before lighthouses had increased to any extent, consider- Lahbmarks.

j^^^^^^" They were looked upon as a good form of investment, and uie 

patentees earned handsome incomes from the levying of Ught 

dues. Each light stood by itself, and paid its own way. 
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"Whether a light vias likely to pay had in England always 
been a material consideration in decidii^ upon its erection, 
and in that country, with a comparatively even coaet-line, well 
frequented hy shipping, the principle may have been sound 
enough. Bnt in Scotland the circumetancw were entirely 
different. With a rugged indented coast-line twice as long as 
that of England, many parts of it little frequented and out of 
the track of regular shipping routes, it is obvious that the 
adoption of the Englifib principle by the Scottish Board would 
have proved fatal to the efficient lighting of the coast. Hence 
the Scottish Lighthouse Board has never taken into account the 
question of " whether a light would pay " in deciding upon its 
erection. Their primary concern has been " the security of 
" navigation," as stated in the original Scottish Act of 1786, or p. 22. 
" the safety of ships and preservation of the lives of seamen," 
as set forth in the Act of 1789, On that principle they have 
consistently acted. 

With the introduction of steam and quick passages, the 
question of erecting seamarks for the purpose of facilitaling 
nav^ation has assumed some importance, but the Commis- 
sioners of Northern Lighthouses have never given it 
precedence of the other and more important consideration.

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majeaty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and ComnionB, in tliis present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

1- — (1.) As from the commencement of this Act — 
(a,) All sums accounted for and paid to the Mercantile 
Marine Fund, except the light dues or other sums 
mentioned in paragraph (t) of section six hundred and 
seventy-six of the Mercliant Shipping Act, 1894, shall 
be paid into the Exchequer : 
(ft.) All expenses charged on and payable out of the 
Mercantile Marine Fund, except the expenses relating 
to lighthouses, buoys, and beacons mentioned in para- 
graph (i) of section six himdred and seventy-seven of 
the same Act, and except also any expenses incurred 
by a general lighthouse authority under section five 
hundred and thirty-one of the same Act, shall, so far 
afi they are not paid by any private person, be paid 
out of moneys provided by Parliament :
